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President’s Report 



After the June 21 st Information 
Afternoon, many of the Neerlandia 
members approached us with 
suggestions and ideas. We wrote 
them all down and we are working 
on each and every one of them. 
How did we go about this? 

Activities - We made of list of activities: 
when do our sub clubs meet and when do we 
have general Neerlandia club events. Once we 
had made such a list for a whole year (=12 
months), 

Requirements - We wrote down what does 
each club need: e.g. a kitchen to prepare 
lunch, storage space, privacy, bar license, 
wheelchair access, etc. These requirements 
were added to the list. 

Wishes - Thirdly we added our wishes to such 
a list: ample parking, a caretaker who can 
open, close, set up and tidy up after any event 
and available staff for any event. 

DACWA - Whichever option eventuates, we 
have to assist DACWA in finding new 
offices. 

Once we had completed the list, we had a 
comprehensive overview of our requirements. 

This list now is the document that we work with; 
whatever alternative building or new club house 
Neerlandia will find, all items on this list have to be 
ticked before we would consider committing to 
such premises. 

With this list in hand we approached: 

Morley Windmills with the purpose of co¬ 
using their premises 

15 towns and shires within 20 kms of Perth’s 
CBD with the purpose of finding premises to 
rent or lease 

Although it is not the Committee’s favourite 
scenario, we are also looking at existing buildings 
that are for sale. Such premises rarely come to the 
market but we came across one in the Bassendean 
area. We approached the Real Estate Agents and the 
price was clearly outside our financial possibilities. 
However the Real Estate Agents will keep an eye 
out for us. Not only for an existing building but also 
for a possible patch of land that could we build on 
in future. 


This brings us to Real Estate Agents. Between 
December 2013 and August 2014 we have had four 
commercial Real Agent Estates doing an appraisal 
for our property at 230 Cambridge Street. The 
WorkGroup now has a good understanding of the 
range of values for a property such as ours. Each 
Real Estate Agent had variations on a theme, which 
again assisted the WorkGroup in an improved 
understanding of what is realistic and what is not. 

Last and certainly not least, we are looking at 
redevelopment. If this were to happen we would 
have to get an organization such as the Dutch 
Business Club in Perth involved - without a major 
equity partner it will be well beyond our capabilities 
to redevelop. Apart from that, if redevelopment were 
to be financially viable, the club would still have to 
move out and find other premises for a period of at 
least three years while redevelopment is occurring. 
The financial consequences of this option may well 
be beyond reality but, at this stage, we are keeping 
all long term options open. 

So what progress can we report in the September 
President’s Report: 

1. Apart from the Town of Cambridge, none of 
the other councils/towns are able to assist us. 
The property that Cambridge may have 
available is not really a homely clubhouse and, 
more importantly, it doesn’t have any storage 
space; hence this is not feasible. 

2. One of our committee members, who 
specializes in building and renovations has 
taken measurements and has developed 
suggestions to adjust The Morley Windmills to 
such a standard that it complies with our 
criteria, either as an interim measure or 
permanently. 

3. We are awaiting the findings of “The 
Redevelopment Group”, so loosely named and 
introduced to us by Mr Arnold Stroobach, 

Hon. Dutch Consul and Patron of Neerlandia. 

4. We have decided that before we are in any 
position to commit to the sale process of the 
present Neerlandia site we need greater clarity 
on the development status of the site. 

At the time of the September magazine going to 
print, we are awaiting further quotes and prices. In 
October we will provide updates as appropriate.

And now for something to eat when it is “gezellig” with 
your friends. 

Haringsalade (Pickled herring salad) 

Ingredients: 

1 small jar of herring in sour cream, (available at IKEA) 

2 beets, boiled and peeled 
1 large apple, crisp 

dill to taste 

1 tablespoon of capers 

1 small shallot or onion 

2 tablespoons of mayonnaise 
Four slices of white bread 
Butter 


Dice the beets and 
potato. Peel and core 
the apple, then dice 
these as well. Chop the 
shallot or the onion, do 
the same with the dill 
pickles. 

Fish (no pun intended) 
the herring pieces from 
the sour cream dressing 
and cut them in. Add two tablespoons of mayo to the 
remaining sour cream dressing in 
the jar, mix and toss carefully 
with the rest of the ingredients 
into a creamy salad until the 
beets have colored everything a 
purplish red. Add additional sour 
cream or mayo if the salad needs 
it. 

Toast the bread, let it cool and 
butter on one side. Cut in two or 
three pieces and serve with the 
salad.

The following motion has been received for the 
2014 AGM: That Clause 21 (WINDING UP) of the 
constitution will be changed as follows:

Any remaining funds and property after satisfaction of 
debts and liabilities shall not be paid to or distributed 
amongst the Members or previous members of the Club, 
but shall be given or transferred to: 

(a) One or more Incorporated Clubs or Organisations 
having objectives similar to those of the “Dutch Society 
Neerlandia”; or 

(b) One or more Charitable Organisations 

This gift or transfer is to be determined by a resolution of

New arrangements from the Government for Home Care Packages/Residential Care 
What if I can't afford to pay? 

The Australian Government recognises that not everyone can afford to pay aged care fees and charges. If you can't 
afford to pay, don't worry, there are hardship provisions to ensure that you can still receive the care you need. 

What is financial hardship assistance? 

Financial hardship assistance helps you when difficulty paying fees and charges for Home Care Packages or 
Residential Care. Your fees and charges may be reduced or waived according to your individual circumstances. In 
these circumstances, the Australian Government will pay some or all of your fees and charges on your behalf. 
Hardship assistance will be granted in circumstances beyond your control, such as difficulties selling your home 
and not due to a choice you have made (such as giving away your assets). 

Financial hardship assistance for Home Care Packages 

Financial hardship assistance is available for your basic fee and/or income-tested care fee if you started receiving a 
Home Care Package on or after 1 July 2014. 

Will I be eligible for Home Care Package financial hardship assistance? 

You will not be eligible for financial hardship assistance for Home Care Package costs if you: 

are a self-funded retiree and have not completed and lodged an income assessment form with the Department 
of Human Services 

have gifted more than $10,000 in the previous 12 months or more than $30,000 in the previous 5 years 
have assets, unless they are unrealisable assets, valued at more than $32,869.20 (from April 2014). 

For Home Care Packages, the value of your assets will be taken into account as part of the assessment 
process for financial hardship assistance. 

Financial advice 

You may want to consult with a financial adviser about your finances. There are various government services and 
resources that can help you obtain appropriate financial advice. It's a good idea to do some research to see what 
options work best for you. 

How do I apply for financial hardship assistance? 

To apply for financial hardship assistance you must complete and lodge the relevant Department of Human Services 
application for financial hardship assistance form. There are separate forms for Home Care Packages and aged care 
homes. 

For Home Care Packages, if you are a self-funded retiree you must have completed and lodged an income 
assessment form with the Department of Human Services. 

For aged care homes you must have completed and lodged an income and assets assessment, known as a means 
tested assessment, form with the Department of Human Services. 

More information about the financial hardship application process will be available on the Department of Human 
Services website. 

How long will it take? 

Once the Department of Human Services receives your application it will be assessed within 28 days. You will be 
notified of the decision in writing. 

If further information is required by the Department of Human Services in order to assess your application for 
financial hardship assistance, then the assessment will be completed within 28 days from receiving the additional 
information.

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The coastal town of Scheveningen 


Contrary to popular belief, Scheveningen was never an independent municipality but it has its 
own flag and coat of arms, officially recognized by The Hague local council (proposal 136 of 
23 March 1984); even in the Middle Ages it was part of the same administrative region as The 
Hague. 

| Presently Scheveningen is one of the eight districts of Den Haag (The Hague), as well as a 
subdistrict of that city. Scheveningen is a very popular modern seaside resort with a long 
sandy beach, an esplanade, a pier, and a lighthouse. The beach is popular for water sports such 
as windsurfing and kiteboarding. A nudist section is 1 km to the north. The harbor is used for both fishing and 
tourism. It has many attractions and is popular with tourist as well as the locals. 

History 

The earliest reference to the name 'Sceveninghe' goes back to around 1280. There is anecdotal evidence of the name 
Scheveningen being used as a shibboleth during World War II to identify German spies: they would pronounce the 
initial "Sch" differently from Dutch native speakers. The first inhabitants may have been Anglo Saxon. Other 
historians favour a Scandinavian origin. Fishing was the main source of food and income. 


Flag and Coat of Arms 


The Battle of Scheveningen was fought between English and Dutch fleets off the coast of the village on 10 August 
1653. Thousands of people gathered on the shore to watch this epic battle. 

A road to neighbouring The Hague was constructed in 1663 (current name: Scheveningseweg). 

In 1470, a heavy storm destroyed the church and half the houses. The village was again hit by storms in 1570, 1775, 
1825, 1860, 1881 and 1894. After this last storm, the villagers decided to build a 
harbour. Until then, the fishing boats had had a flat bottom (bomschuiten), and were 
pulled up the beach. Around 1870 over 150 of these boats were in use. Once the 
harbour had been constructed in 1904, more modern ships replaced the bomschuiten. 

In 1818, Jacob Pronk constructed a wooden building on a dune near the sea, from 
where people could bathe from four separate rooms. It marked the start of 
Scheveningen as a bathing resort. Since then, Scheveningen has attracted numerous 
tourists from all over Europe, notably from Germany. 

Nevertheless, Scheveningen always had a strong identity of its own. For instance, it 
had its own soccer club, playing in the highest Dutch division ("Scheveningen 
Holland Sport" was its name). In the course of the second half of the former century this club was forced to merge 
with ADO Den Haag.

Veronica Pirate Radio Station 

From April 21, 1960 the pirate radio station Radio Veronica 
broadcasted its programs from an anchorage in the North Sea about 
four miles off the Scheveningen coast, originally calling itself VRON 
(Vrije Radio Omroep Nederland; Free Radio Station [of the] 
Netherlands). It was joined by Radio Noordzee Internationaal (RNI) in 
1970 and the re-launched as Radio Caroline in late 1972. When the 
Netherlands ratified The Treaty of Strasbourg on September 1, 1974, 
Veronica applied for legal status and became the VOO and Caroline 
moved anchorage to the English coast and RNI closed down 
completely. Memorable episodes during this period included the 
stranding of Radio Veronica's ship the Norderney, which lost its anchor 
in a storm and ran aground on Scheveningen beach on April 2, 1973 
and a firebomb attack on RNI's ship the Mebo II on 15 May 1971. 

Vlaggetjesdag (Flagsday) 

On this festive day all the boats in and the streets around the harbour are decorated 
with flags and bunting to celebrate the arrival of the Dutch Herring Boats with the 
first catch of the season. This event depends on the annual run of the herring at 

Slightly salted Herring with raw onions is a 
delicacy enjoyed by the Dutch and those tourist 
that are game enough to overcome their dislike of 
eating raw fish. 

The first small vat of herring that lands ashore is 

usually sold by auction and the proceeds are donated to charity. The Herring stalls 
at Scheveningen are renowned for the quality and freshness of the herring sold.

The Kurhaus and beachfront 

The hotel and restaurant Kurhaus was 
opened in 1886. 

The Kurhaus was built between 1884 
and 1885. It consisted originally of a 
concert hall and a hotel with 120 
rooms. Having suffered serious 
damage by fire, it was rebuilt 
between 1886 and 1887. The ceilings 
were painted by the Brussels artist 
Van Hoeck. Several kings and heads of state sojourned in the Kurhaus during its heyday. Until the 1960s, the 
Kurhaus remained an attraction to the public via the many performances by top artists and annual Jazz concerts 
attracting top bands and artists. 

Fallen into disrepair and closed in 1969, the Kurhaus was saved from demolition in 1975 by being listed as a historic 
building and completely renovated. It was reopened in 1979 by Princess Beatrix. 

Madurodam 

Madurodam is a small scale miniature town at Scheveningen and is since many years one of the most important 

tourist attractions of the 
conurbation of Western 
Holland. On a scale 1:25 a 
charming picture of The 
Netherlands is given in 
bird's eye view: several 
important buildings, 
churches and townscapes 
are reconstructed up to the 
smallest details. There is 
also a fine transport 
system: a network of 
railroads, harbours and 

motorways covers the park and Madurodam Airport enables air traffic with all continents. 





Shopping in Scheveningen. 




The beach makes Scheveningen the only Dutch city where you can stroll 
along the coast and enjoy the variety of shopping and dining seven days a 
week with the North Sea as your backdrop. A cinema, a luxury hotel, a 
casino, a theatre, a Michelin-star restaurant and a vast array of bars, shops 
and cafes right on the beach give the area a special feel. 

The Palace Promenade, the versatile indoor shopping mall is open 365 days a 
year, allows you to shop in comfort regardless of the weather. 

Its wide range of shopping facilities allows customers to do their daily grocery shopping as well as make many other 
kinds of purchases: The gift shops are open here seven days a week. During the 
summer, the shops even stay open until 22.00 hrs. 

The shopping mall also provides fun and recreation. In addition to the amusement 
arcades and bowling centre, it also has GlowGolf and a Casino. In other words, 
there’s plenty to do in the Palace Promenade.

Profiel Marieke Weerheim. 

I first came to Australia in 
2000 to study Little Penguins. 
This work was a voluntary 
extension of my Master of 
Science (MSc) study at the 
Universiteit Utrecht. Although 
I had completed all the 
required work to be awarded 
my degree, I felt that I needed more field experience to 
turn me from a "bookshelf biologist" into a real 
scientist. I found a supervisor at Charles Sturt 
University in Albury-Wodonga, New South Wales 
(NSW) and thus, big ideas in hand, I boarded a plane 
to jump in the deepest deep end I could find. 


During my first 24 hours in Australia I encountered, in 
chronological order, Prime Minister John Howard, 
Vegemite on toast and a pod of humpback whales 
viewed from the window of a helicopter. Not a bad 
start. 


Albury-Wodonga is land-locked and quite devoid of 
penguins, so the actual fieldwork took place 
elsewhere, on Montague Island, 9 km offshore from 
Narooma in NSW. Montague Island has only four 
buildings: 

a beautiful lighthouse built from stones carved from 
the island's rocks and three historic houses for the 
lighthouse keepers. The light is now automated. When 
I was there, the largest house was home to a National 
Parks and Wildlife Services ranger. The second house 
was a museum and had a ghost. The third provided 
accommodation for visitors and for four months this 
was my home. 

Apart from the ranger, the island was virtually 
uninhabited, but wildlife was abundant. There were fur 
seal colonies, terns, gulls, and other seabirds and tiny 
lizards. The stars of the show were 10,000 noisy 
penguins. At dusk they would flood the island like a 
braying, whirring, blue extension of the ocean. At 
dawn only poo stains on the rocks revealed that they 
were ever there. I spent four months searching for their 
nests and taking notes while their eggs hatched and 
their chicks grew. 

When the penguins had finished breeding, I returned to 
the mainland to write my thesis. First to Albury- 
Wodonga, then to Canberra where I combined thesis 
writing with doing volunteer fieldwork for CSIRO 
Sustainable Ecosystems. When my visa ended and my 
thesis was completed, I flew back to the Netherlands 
to graduate. I kept in contact with the people I had met 
during my first visit and in 2003 I returned to Canberra 
to do more volunteer work with CSIRO, this time as a 
field assistant doing bird surveys. 


To thank me for my volunteer work, CSIRO covered 
my fees for the 2003 Ecological Society of Australia 
Conference in Armidale, NSW. It was here, on a post¬ 
conference tour, that I met a young scientist from 
Perth who would later become my partner. At the end 
of the conference we both flew home, but stayed in 
contact with emails and phone calls. 

In 2005 I came to Perth for a visit and in 2006 I moved 
to Perth permanently to live with him. 

In my first two years in Western Australia, I did a MSc 
study on black cockatoos at Edith Cowan University. 
After I graduated, I started working as an 
environmental consultant, doing biological surveys 
across the state. 

I also went on campouts with Birdlife Australia and 
did volunteer fieldwork for the Australian Wildlife 
Conservancy. 

Through these journeys I was fortunate to see a lot of 
Western Australia's stunning remote places, that are 
still truly wild. I explored red ironstone gorges, 
crawled through caves and was swooped by Ghost 
Bats, wandered across Gibber Plains chasing perfectly 
camouflaged creatures and watched Australian 
Bustards display only meters away from me. 

Outside of my travel adventures, I lived in Perth, 
where I did and still do a lot of bike riding. I ride my 
bicycle for the same reason that I walk and breathe, it 
is the natural thing to do. It is part of being Dutch and 
my confirmation of being Dutch. It also allows me to 
eat more “appeltaart” without feeling guilty. 

I first encountered Dutch Club Neerlandia during a 
work function in a pub in Cottesloe. As the evening 
progressed, it occurred to me that the number of 
people dressed in orange was getting improbably high. 
Indeed, this pub was one of the places where the Dutch 
community gathered to watch the 2010 soccer world 
cup. I approached the group and met Lianna Parker, 
who invited me to the end-of-month (EOM) drinks. 

This was four years ago and I still attend as many 
EOM drinks as I practically can and always on my 
bicycle. Even while I was pregnant I continued to ride 
and when my son was born I returned a few months 
later with him in the bike trailer behind me. My son is 
now a happy active toddler who enjoys coming to the 
EOM drinks to run around, play with the other 
children and charm the adults with his fun-loving 
fearless enthusiasm. 

I hope for him, and for me, that when he has grown 
into a tall bike rider, there will still be a Dutch club to 
go to. A place to eat traditional food, to meet old 
friends and make new ones, to spin a yarn in two 
languages at once, and to re-boot that intangible part 
of our identity that makes us Dutch.

To keep our membership up to date with ways of 
staying fit and healthy, we thought you may be 
interested in the following article. 


The health benefits of walking 

Walking strengthens your muscles and heart, lowers 
your blood pressure and helps build bones. It can 
even lengthen your life. According to research, 
walking vigorously for 30 minutes just six times a 
month may lower your risk of premature death by 
50%. 

It’s relatively easy on the joints and bones, with 
walking putting about half the stress on your knees, 
ankles and shins than running does. But you’ll have 
to give more effort than you would to a casual stroll. 
To get all the great benefits, including boosting your 
cardiovascular fitness, you need to “power walk” - 
moving at a pace that will bring your heart rate into 
the target zone. 

To be clear, fitness walking is not as fast as race 
walking. Race walkers, who have an unusual gait 
that involves swaying the hips back and forth, can 
easily walk faster than some people jog. 

What is the perfect posture when walking? 

A key element to fitness walking is proper posture. 
Many people slump over when they walk, which, 
over time, can lead to problems such as muscle 
strain and pains in the neck, lower back and hips. As 
you walk, point your chest straight ahead. And tuck 
in your belly, which is doing a lot of the work in 
holding up your back. Every five minutes or so, do a 
mental scan of your posture. If you’re not standing 
straight, pull yourself back into alignment. 



How to use your arms when walking? 

Holding your arms still, or swinging them without 
bending them, will slow you down. Instead, bend 
your arms to a 90-degree angle and swing them in 
sync with the opposite leg. This motion will not
